«n8« in two years, no appropriation was 
made fer a representation at Denver.

Gov- 
ernor Kinktad wai therefor* placed in a 
dilemma, and after several months spent 
in a vain attempt to interest some ol 
the bonanza kings, at last wrote to 
Mtssrs.F. W. Dunn, general superin- 
tendent of the Nevada Central Railway, 
•J. A. Blossom, stock raiser and miner 
of Battle Mountain, and Allen A. Curtis, 
the miner and banker of Austin, all of 
Lander county, who at once came to his 
rescue and agreed to pay all expenses 
connected with the proposed Nevada 
exhibit. They recommended Mr. E. T. 
George, at) commissioner, which sug- 
gestion was at once acted upou by Gov- j 
or nor Kinkead, and Mr. George was up- 
pointed, thus giving Lander county the 
honor of numbering among her citizens 
nun who had the welfare of the State at 
heart and possessed enough public spirit, 
to advance the funds nec-ssary to give 
Nevada a representation at the great 
Mineral Exposition now bting held at 
Denver. The time buing so short the 
whole State could not be canvassed or 
sampled, and only the most accessible 
portions ure fairly represented, leaving 
the largest and probably the richest 
portions almost without representation, 
but notwithstanding these disadvant- 
ages Nevada came forward with one of 
the most varied and richest representa- 
tions in the Exposition. The ores on 
exhibition represent nearly all the vane 
ties of mineral possible to mention, and 
ar« all riuh, rangiug from $60 to $24,- 
000 per ton. The finebi ruby silver 
specimen in the building is from the 
Manhattan Mining Company's mines at 
Austin, L»nder 
county, and assays 


$4,000, uiid as fine a sample of smelting 
or* as is on exhibition comes from 
Downeyville, a recent discovery in a 
comparatively n*w district. Smelting 
furnaces are now turning out tbousunds 
of dollars worth of bullion from these 
dines monthly. 
Specimens from the 


Alexandria mine are also on exhibition 
which are taken from a ledge 75 f«« 
in width. The mine recently sold fo:

W* predict (or the State of Nova- 
da a bright future and congratulate her 


n having citizens such as Messra. Gov- 
rnor Kink*ad, F..W. Dunn, J. A. Blo«-

hat if the n«xt legislature does not 
ings them a vote of thanks and reim- 
.jnrse them for th«ir outlay—whioh can- 
net b» far short of $2,000—the Nevada 
•gislature should be booted out of the 
State Eons*.

Every 
Chinese serf in the State is a slave to 
the Six Companies; and when engaging 
in the laundry business] is forbidden by 
them to encroaeh within a certain dis- 
tance of one another, under severe pen- 
alty. As a result they are so many 
scattered fire-brands, liable to cans* de- 
struction at any moment, through their 
well-known criminal carelessness. They 
general); work at night when tbe town 
is asleep, and upon quitting work early 
in th* morning, arc in the babit of 
smoking their favorite drug and stupe- 
fying themselves. 
They are grossly 


camlets about the construction of their 
furnaces and botches of stoves, which 
are generally placed right alongside of 
dangerous wooden partitions, and kept 
at a redhot heat all night. There are 
four of these establishments nested in 
town in places where they could burn 
the town op.
